to the person or persons holding 
his daughter "to release her 
or call WJIM news telling them 
she is safe or where she can 
be picked up. 


"The phone call will be held 


in confidence," said Murning- 
han, who is in the real estate 
business. 


"Since Mrs. Gallagher is not 


seriously injured, do not harm 
an innocent girl and cause your- 
self greater trouble," he said. 
He added that he and his wife 
want to be "spared any addition- 
al anguish." 


In addition, Ernie lioone, edi- 


tor of a Negro - oriented news- 
paper, "Westside News, said a 
$5,000 reward was being offer- 
ed 
for 
providing 
information 


that would aid her safe return. 


Bopne said that a group of 


Lansing citizens he did 
not 


identify was underwriting the 
reward. A code number will be 
assigned to callers giving infor- 
mation, he said. 


Miss Murninghan, is a 5-foot-

Her assailant was described as 
a Negro youth, 20 to 25 years of 
age.

Strawberry Volume Falls 


Strawberry volume over the.Benton Harbor casn fruit market 


this season was 25 per cent less than last year and total cash 
returns to the grower amounted to $1.928,753, 31 per cent below 
1969's returns, according to R. E. "Rink" Keller, head of Ihe 
federal-state market news service office. 


A total volume of 3fi(i,G83 IG-quart crate equivalents passed 


through the market's gates this season, the lowest amount since 
1954. 
The past 10-year (1959-68) average is 488,051 crates. 


Average price paid per crate this season was $5.26 nine per 


cent less than last year's average price of $5.77, but nine per 
cent above the 10-year average (1959-CS) of S4.8B. The highest 


average price per crate ever paid to growers was in 194&—$7.14.' 


According to Keller, fresh market strawberry jp.lcs in south-- 


western Michigan, direct to market not moving through market 
gates was 102,324 IC-quart crate equivalents, compared to 119,239 
last season. This count was made from growers selling in the 
country direct to buyers. Using the Benton Harbor cash market 
average value of $5.2G per crate the value of this movement was 
placed at $538,224. 


Processing deliveries in the area amounted to 2,705,203 pounds. 


At IC'A cents a pound, the value of strawberries delivered to 
area processors was $461,208.

much more likely than others to 
have children born with abnor- 
malities. 


New 
incriminating evidence 


against the drug comes from the 
first extensive, long term study 
comparing the incidence of birth 
defects to parental use of LSD. It 
was done at George Washington 
University School of Medicine. 
The investigation involved 112 
women, whose average age was 
19, from various hippie com- 
munes in the Washington, D. C., 
area. All volunteers took 
acid 


before or during pregnancy. 


The women had 127 pregnan- 


cies 
Sixty-two 
children 
were 


born of which 56 were normal 
and six abnormal. The rate of 
abnormalities for these women 
was 18 times that of the general 
population — six out of 62, 
where in the general population, 
abnormalities occur in about six 
out of 1,000 births. Furthermore, 
these women had a miscarriage 
rate' of 43 percent, where in the 
general population, it is 20 to 25 
percent.

As researchers s h o u l d be, 


they're cautious about pinning 
LSD as the prime cause in this 
horror story of drugs and babies. 
"We're on firmer ground, more 
suspicious, than 
before," 
they 


said. That ought to be enough 
warning to the kids to lay off.

Certainly, they would only serve 
to terrify you without construc- 
tively adding to your emotional 
health. 


Tuberculosis, a communicable 


and contagious disease, is caus- 
ed by the tubercle 
bacillus. 


Many positive methods of exam- 
ination are now available to 
protect you and your family. 
Certainly each of you should 
immediately have an X-ray of 
the lungs and one or more 
examinations of the sputum.

1. Two spades. There are only 


two bids worth considering — 
two spades or two notrump. The 
object is to select the bid which 
comes 
closer to representing 


your values, so that partner can 
then make an intelligent de- 
cision on where and how far to 
go. 


Many players would bid two 


nolrump, 
which 
is 
a 
more 


forward - gning rabid than two 
spades, but such a rebid would 
announce 15 or 16 points, pos- 
sibly 17, and to this extent 
would be inaccurate. 


Two spades has the great 


merit of identifying a minimum 
opening bid and, at the same 
time, it shows at least 
five 


spades. If partner fails to carry 
on, there is very little chance 
for game. 


2. Three hearts. Once partner 


responds two diamonds, show- 
ing 10 or more points, slam is a 
practical 
certainty. The best 


way of alerting partner to the 
promise of the 
hand is by 


making a jump - shift rebid. 
The plan is to support diamonds 
later, depending on how partner 


responds to three hearts, but 
there should also be a firm 
intention to keep on bidding 
until at least a small slam is 
reached. 


The decision to go for a slam 


is not based entirely on point 
count, though the 
indications 


are that the combined high-card 
point count ranges from 29 up. 
What is more important is that 
there are lots of tricks, counting 
partner's 
diamonds 
and 
our 


spades (which can either be run 
or quickly established for dis- 
cards), plus the first round 
heart control and second round 
club control. All these features 
add up to at least 12 tricks. 


3. Three notrump. This is 


easily the best way of showing 
the balanced distribution and 
the 
excess 
high-card 
values 


above a minimum opening bid. 
Though 
the 
high-card 
point 


count is the same as in the 
previous hand, the prospect of 
making a slam is considerably 
less, due to the lack of distri- 
butional values. All that can he 
done here is to announce your 
high-card power. 


4. Four diamonds. Here also 


there is a chance (or a slam, 
but it is up to partner to decide 
on how far to go. The best thing 
to do is to show your good 
diamond support and, by jump- 
ing the bidding, demonstrate 
that the opening bid was not in 
the minimum class as far as 
high cards are concerned. If
